According  to  44  U.S.   Code,   1982  edition,   §  1901,  "'Govern- 
ment publication '.. .means  informational  matter  which  is 
published  as  an  individual  document  at  Government  expense, 
or  as  required  by  law."     44  U.S.   Code,   1982  edition,   §  1902, 
states  that,    "Government  publications ...  shall  be  made 
available  to  depository  libraries  through  the  facilities  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents  for  public  information." 

Funds  for  publications  that  are  issued  by  the  Federal  Home 
Loan  Mortgage  Corporation  come  from  the  private  sector. 
Therefore,  they  are  not  Government  documents  in  the  statu- 
tory sense;   and  they  are  not  to  be  distributed  through  the 
Depository  Library  Program. 

GPO  recommends  to  catalogers  that  the  "f"  designation  in 
the  Government  publication  fixed  field  be  omitted  for  FHLMC 
publication  entries  in  network  cataloging  records.

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96-2  CONGRESSIONAL  SERIAL  SET 

During  the  GODORT  meeting  in  Dallas,  TX,   the  issue  of  depository  library 
gaps  for  the  96th  Congress  2d  Session  Congressional  Serial  Set  (microfiche) 
was  raised.     LPS  has  since  requested  input  from  the  depository  library 
community  to  determine  if  the  problem  was  widespread  (Administrative  Notes 
V.5  No.  10) . 

After  compiling  the  responses,  LPS  has  found  the  problem  to  be  quite 
limited.     In  fact  only  13.3%  of  the  libraries  reported  gaps  for  the  2d 
session,  versus  38.5%  for  the  1st  session.     Since  the  libraries  did  have 
enough  notice  to  make  a  proper  selection  before  the  original  96th  2d 
Session  microfiche  were  distributed,  the  number  of  libraries  with  any 
gaps  is  predictably  small.     And  because  the  cost  to  the  Government  to 
provide  the  microfiche  at  this  point  would  be  approximately  $16,500,  LPS 
will  not  be  reissuing  portions  of  the  96-2  Serial  Set  to  fill  depository 
library  gaps.     However,  we  can  suggest  an  alternate  remedy.     Once  the 
On-Demand  microfiche  Sales  program  commences  in  1985  those  libraries  with 
gaps  will  be  able  to  buy  missing  titles  for  their  collection.

ALTERNATIVE  MAP  PROBLEM 

A  brown  envelope  with  the  title  Alternative  Maps  for  the  Caribou  National 
Forest,  Appendix  0,  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Statement  and  Proposed  Land 
and  Resource  Management  Plan,   (SuDocs  class,  number  A  13.92/2:C  19/app.O, 
item  number  0080-F)  was  mailed  to  depository  libraries  on  shipping  list 
P840927-5.     This  envelope  did  not  contain  maps  or  stickers.     The  Forest 
Service  has  informed  LPS  that  the  maps  and  stickers  have  been  mailed  to 
LPS  and  will  soon  be  distributed.     The  maps  and  the  stickers  are  what 
should  have  been  in  the  envelope.     There  will  be  a  total  of  8  maps  (6 
alternative  maps,  appendix  0;  1  utility  corridor  map;  1  roadless  map) 
and  6  stickers  with  black  numbers  to  be  affixed  to  the  corresponding 
number  on  the  map.     These  black  numbers  are  to  be  found  closest  to  the 
left  hand  edge  on  the  sticker.     The  sticker  numbers  to  be  affixed  to  the 
alternative  maps  are: 

Sticker  number  2  -  to  be  affixed  to  Alternative  map  number  5. 

Sticker  number  4  (3  copies) -to  be  affixed  to  Alternative  maps, 
numbers  1  and  2  (one  map) ,  numbers  3  and  4 
(one  map) ;  numbers  7  and  8  (one  map) . 

Sticker  number  20  to  be  affixed  to  alternative  map  number  6. 

Sticker  number  7  -  to  be  affixed  to  alternative  map  number  9. 

In  addition  there  is  a  problem  with  numbers  on  the  title  of  two  of  the 
alternative  maps.     Stickers  will  be  issued  to  be  placed  over  the  title 
number  on  these  maps.     The  sticker  which  reads  "1,   2,  10  &  13"  should 
be  placed  on  map  title  number  1  and  2  (one  map) . 

The  sticker  which  reads  "5,  11  &  12"  should  be  placed  over  map  title 
number  5 .

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Change  3  to  the  Government  Printing  Office  Cataloging  Guidelines  has 
recently  been  completed  and  sent  off  to  be  copied  for  distribution  to 
depository  libraries.     This  Change,  classed  GP  3.29:C  28/ch.3,  contains 
40  new  and  revised  pages,  many  of  which  deal  with  new  policies  for 
cataloging  technical  reports  and  establishing  series,  while  others 
reflect  changes  in  internal  procedures  and  workflow.     The  guidelines 
are  used  by  catalogers  in  the  Classification  and  Cataloging  Branch  and 
are  distributed  to  all  depositories.    Distribution  is  scheduled  for 
late  December  or  early  January.
